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The amendment filed on March 26, 2004 is non-compliant because "(Previously amended)" in claim s 10, 13-15 and 18 is an improper 
status identifier.The newly presented claims 19-21 would also provoke new 112 rejections. The "azeotropic distillation column for a 
(meth)acrylic acid solution collected by the collection agent " in the Markush grouping, e.g., in claim 19 provides for ambiguity and 
confusion and appears to be inconsistent with the claim from which it depends, i.e., claim 4. It would presupposed from the "wherein" 
clause in claim 4, that the (methacrylic)acrylic collected with a collection agent appears to occur in the " (meth) acrylic acid collection 
column". Also, the material fed to the distillation column in claim 4 is recited to be free from azeotropic solvents, whereas, claim 19 
"azeotropic distillation column" could include and azeotropic agent. 
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
